4. Other: The Examiner would like to point out that the newly proposed amendment to claim 10 is missing some of the 
limitations in claims 13 and 14. In particular, the following limitation from claim 12 is missing '"wherein the mask contains 
signals for each of the number of sectors". The Examiner suggests either rewriting claim 10 so that it contains all of the 
limitations of claims 12 and 13 or filing an RCE so that the newly proposed amended claim 10 can be examined. 

The Examiner does agree, however: that newly proposed amended claim 1 is substantially claim 4 rewritten with all the 
limitations of its base and intervening claims 1 and 3 and would not have a problem entering newly proposed amended 
claim 1 into the case provided corrections to newly proposed amended claim 10 were also made so that newly proposed 
amended claim 10 also included all of the limitations in claims 13 and 14.
